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MARKET  REVIEW 


Deliveries  of  corn  sweeteners  increased  5.8  percent  in  1971  over  1970  while  deliver- 
ies of  sucrose  showed  little  change.    Five  of  the  sugar  using  food  processing  industries 
received  more  sucrose  from  primary  sugar  distributors  in  1971  than  in  1970.    Two  received 
less  along  with  the  four  categories  of  non-industrial  users.    The  analysis  of  sucrose  de- 
liveries of  primary  distributors  among  bulk,  liquid,  consumer-sized  packages  and  other 
forms,  both  beet  and  cane,  is  summarized  in  later  paragraphs  and  detailed  in  Tables  11  to  15. 

Preliminary  reports  of  sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  1972  continue  to  compare 
well  with  the  first  few  months  of  last  year  and  of  1970  when  record  quantities  were  distributed. 
Through  March  19,  1972,    primary  distributors  reported  sales  of  2,103,000  tons  compared 
with  1,980,000  tons  during  the  same  period  of  last  year  and  2,109,000  tons  during  the 
comparable  period  of  1970.    Constructive  deliveries  of  87,000  tons  in  1971,  i.e.,  sugar 
sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February 
of  1972,  compared  with  161,000  tons  so  delivered  in  1970  and  40,000  tons  in  1969. 
Pnysical  deliveries  through  March  19,  1972,  therefore,  totaled  2,190,000  tons  compared 
,/ith  physical  deliveries  of  2,141  ,000  tons  during  that  period  of  1971  and  2,149  ,000 
tons  during  that  part  of  1970. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on  Feb.  26,1972 
totaled  3,033,000  snort  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was 
25,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  90,000  tons  more  than  on  Feb.  28,  1971. 
Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,628,000  tons  were  23,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier 
but  54,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  February  last  year.  Raw  and  refined  sugar  stocks 
held  by  cane  sugar  refiners  were  reported  as  1,002,000  tons,  down  42,000  tons  from  a 
month  earlier  but  up  221,000  tons  from  the  end  of  February  last  year. 

Regionally,  refined  sugar  distribution  by  states  of  destination  totaled  15.3  million 
hundredweight  during  January  1972,  1.8  million  more  than  in  January  last  year  and 
about  the  same  as  during  January  1970.    If  half  of  the  87,000  tons  of  sugar 
constructively  delivered  in  1971  was  delivered  in  January  1972  then  physical  deliveries 
totaled  16.1  million  hundredweight  compared  with  physical  deliveries  of  about  15.0 
million  hundredweight  in  January  1971  and  15.7  million  hundredweight  in  January  1970. 

Reported  deliveries  were  up  in  all  of  the  geographical  regions,  as  compared  with 

last  year,  with  the  West  up  the  most--41 .9  percent,  followed  by  the  South  up  11.1 

percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  up  10.3  percent,  the  North  Central  up  9.3  percent  and  the 
New  England  up  6.7  percent. 

Individually,  reported  deliveries  in  January  1972,  as  compared  with  1971,  were 
higher  in  41  states  and  lower  in  nine.    Six  states  had  increases  of  100,000 
hundredweight  or  more  with  California  showing  the  largest  i ncrease--383 ,000  hundredweight. 
Of  those  states  wnere  reported  deliveries  were  smaller  during  January  1972,  the  range 
was  from  30,000  hundredweight  less  in  Missouri  to  1,000  less  in  Connecticut. 

Since  the  last  issue,  there  have  been  several  announcements  by  interested  sellers 
increasing  the  wholesale  price  quotation  for  refined  sugar. Shown  below  are  those  for  sugar 
sold  in  trie  basis  pack--l 00-pound  paper  bags.    On  Feb.  25,  1  972,  a  beet  sugar  processor 
on  tne  Pacific  Coast  announced  an  increase  of  .30  cent  per  pound.    The  increase  was 
announced  to  take  effect  March  1,  1972,  with  provision  for  accepting  orders  at  pre- 
advance  prices  througn  March  31.   The  announcement  also  stated  that  on  deliveries  to 
customers  in  California  and  Nevada,  the  custom  of  providing  a  competitive  industrial 
allowance  of  25  cents  per  100  pounds  will  be  continued  on  a  day-to-day  basis  only. 

On  March  13,  a  cane  sugar  refinery  announced  increases  of  .20  cent  per  pound  the 
quotation  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  in  the  Northeast, 

Southeast  and  Southwest  sales  territories.    This  would  increase  the  quoted  price  in  the 
Northeast  from  13.00  cents  to  13.20  cents  per  pound,  in  the  Southeast    from  12.70 
cents  to  12.90  cents  and  in  the  Southwest  from  12.10  cents  to  12.30  cents  per  pound. 
Other  interested  sellers  quickly  followed  with  announcements  of  similar  increases. 
The  increased  prices  are  scheduled  to  take  effect  in  the  Southeast  at  close  of  business 
March  24,  and  in  the  Northeast  and  Southwest  at  close  of  business  March  31,  1972. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the 
basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions,  as  of  March  27,  1972.      Significant  variations  of 
actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  areas  reflecting  competitive 
condi  tions .

Actual  prices  in  some  cases  differ  substantially  from  quotations.  During  the 
post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II),  increases  in  the  ceiling  prices 
of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to  the  procedural  requirements 
prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags  during 
February  1972  was  13.82  cents  per  pound,  up  from  13.76  cents  in  January  and  up  2.8  percent 
from    13.44  cents  in  February  of  last  year. 

The  New  YOrk  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange's  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid 
and  delivered  to  New  York  averaged  9.02  cents  per  pound  during  February,  down  from 
9.10  cents  in  January  and  up  6.9  percent  from  8.44  cents  in  February  of  last  year. 
The  quotation  has  strengthened  somewhat  during  March,  rising  from  9.05  cents  on 
March  1-2  to  9.10  cents  on  March  3  and  to  9.20  cents  on  March  9,  where  it  remained 
through  March  16.    On  March  17,  the  quotation  declined  to  9.18  cents  per  pound  and 
for  the  period  March  1-27,  averaged  9.16  cents  per  pound  compared  with  8.38  cents 
during  the  comparable  period  of  last  year. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other  products  were  up  about  one 
percent  during  Calendar  Year  1971  as  compared  with  1970  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for 
consumption  in  homes  and  institutions  were  down  1.9  percent.    Five  of  the  seven  industrial 
type  users  received  more  sugar  during  1971  than  in  1970,  two  received  1  ess .Del iveri es 
for  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses  increased  the  most— 14.2  percent  followed  by 
industrial  non-food  products  up  11.1  percent,  canners  up  8.3  percent,  ice  cream  and 
related  dairy  products  up  4.6  percent  and  beverage    manufacturers  up  0.3  percent. 
Reported  deliveries  to  bakeries  were  down  5.6  percent  and  to  confectioners,  3.8  percent. 

Deliveries  to  non-industrial  type  users  during  1971  were  down  to  all  four  of  the 
categories,  as  compared  with  1970.    Hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  which 
accounted  for  only  about  2.2  percent  of  all  deliveries  to  non-industrial  type  buyers 
declined  the  most— 11.9  percent;  followed  by  wholesale  grocers,  jobbers  and  sugar 
dealers,  2.3  percent,  and  retail  grocers  including  chain  stores,  0.5  percent.  All  other 
deliveries,    including  those  to  Government  agencies,  a  relatively  minor  category, 
declined  4.2  percent. 

Primary  distributors'  direct  deliveries  of  all  sugar  (packaged,  bulk  and  liquid— 
both  beet  and  cane)  during  Calendar  Year  1971  were  about  the  same  as  during  1970. 
Total  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  about  70  percent  of  the  1971  total, 
increased  1.5  percent  above  1970  while  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  decreased  3.7  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than  50  pounds) 
by  primary  distributors  were  2.6  percent  larger  in  1971  than  in  1970.  Increases 
occurred  in  three  of  the  five  geographical  regions  with  deliveries  to  the  South 
increasing  the  most— 5.0  percent  followed  by  the  mid-Atlantic  up  3.9  percent  and  the 
North  Central  up  1.5.  Deliveries  to  the  West  declined  1.7  percent  as  compared  with 
1970  and  were  also  down  1.5  percent  to  the  New  England  region. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distributors 
during  calendar  year  1971  were  up  1.8  percent  as  compared  with  1970.  Deliveries  of 
bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  about  58  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries  during 
1971,  increased  7.1  percent  above  1970  while  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar  decreased  4.8 
percent. 

Deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages  (granulated  sugar  50  pounds 
and  over)  both  beet  and  cane,  were  down  3.8  percent  in  1971  as  compared  with  1970. 
Beet  sugar,  which  comprised  about    36  percent  of  the  total  in  1971,  decreased  5.4 
percent  while  cane  sugar  packages  decreased  3.0  percent. 

Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  (corn  sirup  and  dextrose)  increased 
5.8  percent  during  Calendar  Year  1971  as  compared  with  1970.  Corn  sirup,  which 
accounted    for  about  71  percent  of  all  corn  sweetener  deliveries    during  1971, 
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increased    6.1  percent  while  dextrose  increased  5.1  percent.  Five  of  the  seven  industrial 
type  users  received  more  corn  sirup  during  1971  than  in  1970.    Shipments  for  multiple  and 
and  unclassified  food  uses,  the  second  largest  category,  increased  the  most— 19.6  percent 
followed  by  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  7.1  percent,  bakery,  cereal  and  related 
products  up  5.9  percent  and  confectionery  and  related  products  up  5.0  percent.  Deliveries 
for  use  in  non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor  use,  increased  9.9  percent.  Corn  sirup 
deliveries  to  earners  and  packers  in  1971  were  4.1  percent  below  those  of  1970  and  to 
manufacturers  of  beverages  3.6  percent  less. 

Shipments  of  dextrose  in  1971  were  also  larger  to  five  of  the  seven  types  of 
industrial  users.    Shipments  to  manufacturers  of  beverages  which  accounted  for  about  2.5 
percent  of  all  dextrose  shipments  reported  increased  41.2  percent  in  1971,  as  compared 
with  1970  while  shipments  for  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses,  the  second  largest 
category  of  use  increased  14.0  percent  followed  by  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  (about 
1.3  percent  of  total  shipments)  up  12.5  percent,  confectionery  and  related  products  up 
9.1  percent,  and  bakery,  cereal  and  related  products  (36.7  percent  of  total  dextrose 
deliveries)  up  4.0  percent.    Deliveries  of  dextrose  for  non-food  uses  (about  15  percent 
of  the  total)  in  1971  v/ere  down  9.5  percent  and  for  use  by  canners  and  packers  were 
down  2.9  percent. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  that  as  of  March  1,  1972  growers 
intended  to  plant  a  total  of  1,338,000  acres  of  sugarbeets  in  1972,  one  percent  less 
than  in  1971.    Acreage  allotments  for  sugarbeets  are  not  in  effect  for  the  1972  crop. 

Prospective  plantings  in  California,  the  leading  sugarbeet  state,  are  expected 
to  be  down  four  percent  while  declines  in  acreage  are  also  indicated  in  Ohio , Minnesota , 
North  Dakota,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Colorado  and  Utah  and  no  acreage  is  indicated  for  New 
York,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey.    Acreage  in  Washington  and  Texas  is  expected  to  be  up 
about  19  percent. 

The  outlook  for  irrigation  water  supplies  and  soil  moisture  in  most  areas  is 
adequate,  although  lack  of  soil  moisture  and  below  normal  temperatures  during  the 
winter  curtailed  plantings  and  retarded  development  of  the  fall  crop  in  California. 
Harvesting  is  just  getting  started  in  the  Imperial  Valley. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  indicates  that,  based  on  average  yields  and  allowing  for 
trend,  the  sugarbeet  acreage  would  produce  about  25  million  tons  of  beets  in  V972 
compared  with  27  million  tons  in  1971. 

The  harvest  of  1971-72  crop  sugarcane  in  Florida  is  about  complete  with  only  two 
mills  still  grinding.  The  outturn  is  expected  to  total  about  632,000  tons,, raw  value, 
compared  with  652,000  tons  produced  last  year.  Cane  sugar  production  from  the  1971 
Louisiana  crop  totaled  about  570,000  tons. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  March  4,  1972  totaled  70,304  tons ,96° 
basis  compared  with  79,294  tons  produced  through  March  6,  1971. 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  spot  price  quotation  for  World  bulk  sugar 
(No.  11  Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil, 
averaged  8.63  cents  per  pound  during  February,  up  from  8.25  cents  during  January  and 
from  4.83  cents  during  February  of  last  year.    The  average  for  February  1972  was  the 
highest  since  February  1964  when  it  averaged  9.11  cents  per  pound. 

The  World  raw  sugar  price  quotation  continued  strong  during  early  March,  rising 
to  9.60  cents  per  pound  on  March  9-10  after  which  it  has  followed  a  weakening  trend, 
falling  to  7.70  cents  on  March  23.    On  March  27,  the  quotation  was  8.10  cents  and  for 
the  period  March  1-27,  averaged  8.86  cents  per  pound  compared  with  4.72  cents  during 
the  comparable  period  last  year.

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HIGHLIGHTS  OF 
STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.  February  1972  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
736,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary)  down  about  76,000  tons 
from  January  1972  but  up  30,000  tons  from  February  1971.  January- 
February  1972  deliveries  1,548,000  short  tons,  raw  value,    up  122,000 
tons  from  January-February  1971.    Final  data  for  January  1972  deli- 
veries 812,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  prev  iously  published  preliminary 
as  822,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  February  26,  1972  were  3,033,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up_  90,000  from  a  year  ago,  and  up 
25,000  tons  from  January  31,  1972.    During  February  refiners  stocks  de- 
creased 42,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  increased  23,000  tons, 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  increased  1,000  tons,  main- 
land cane  processors'  stocks  increased  43,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  March  7,  1972  were  2,144,157  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  9,855,843  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  12,000,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January  deliveries,  1972  as  compared  to  1971  were  up 
in  all  of  the  five  regions:  Increases  --  the  West  41.9  percent, 
South  11.1  percent,  mid-Atlantic  10.3  percent,  North  Central  9.3  per- 
cent and  New  England  6.7  percent. 

5.  Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  calendar  year  1971  were  5.8  percent  more 
than  those  of  calendar  year  1970.  Corn  sirup  shipments  increased  6.1 
percent  and  dextrose  5.1  percent. 

6.  Through  Mar.  11,  1972,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  32,560,299  pounds  or  about  26.6 
percent  of  the  122,500,000  pound  quota  (excludes  chocolate  crum)  for  the 
January  1  through  September  30  period  and  about  18.6  percent  of  the 
174,961,400  pound  quota  for  such  imports  for  the  1972  calendar  year.
